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Lower school site clearance 
programme is under way... 

But what will 
happen next 
in Cowbridge? 



IN an efficient oper¬ 
ation last Sunday 
morning, a large 
area of the lower 
school site at 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive was 
cleared, writes 
PHILIP IRWIN. 

A total of 14 class¬ 
rooms were loaded on to 
lorries, and Mike 
Wilcock, who took the 
photograph (below), 
reported that it was 
almost a military opera¬ 
tion, with one lorry leav¬ 
ing with its cargo, and 


another instantly replac¬ 
ing it. However, specula¬ 
tion now will inevitably 
turn to the future of the 
site, after the Charity 
Commission ruled that 
the land could be sold - 
but with strict conditions 
attached! 

This week, the Vale 
Council confirmed to 
The GEM just what these 
conditions are. 

A statement said: “The 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
Trust is required to pay 
over all of its cleared 
income to the Sir 


Thomas Mansel 

Franklen Trust. 

“The managing 
trustees of the Sir 
Thomas Mansel 

Fran kl en Trust must then 
apply the said income in 
one or more of the fol¬ 
lowing ways: 

“1) In providing for 
the Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School 
special benefits of any 
kind not normally pro¬ 
vided by the Local 
Education Authority. 

“2) In promoting the 
education, including 
social and physical 



training, of persons who 
are or were pupils at the 
said school and who are 
in need of financial 
assistance .” 

The statement added 
that the Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
Trust has appointed inde¬ 
pendent legal advisors to 
act on its behalf. 

The Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
Trust is controlled by the 
Vale Council, while the 
Sir Thomas Mansel 
Franklen Trust is con¬ 
trolled by the school 
governors of Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, 

The Sir Thomas 
Mansel Franklen Trust 
(STMF Trust), could 
therefore, if it receives 
the proceeds of the lower 
school site and invests it, 
find itself receiving a

large sum of money each 
year, with a very specific 
brief as to where the 
money can go. 

The trust’s investment 
income in 2004 was 
£16,220, and in 2005, it 
was £46,256. 

Taking one year at 
random, the year ending 
March 31 2005, the 
STMF Trust spent 
£8,995 on a new vehicle 
for the school, £1,600 on 
student grants, £900 on 
staff training and £4,627 
on Duke of Edinburgh 
Award scheme expenses. 

In future years, the 
trust could have rather 
more to hand out!

“As his bodies mus¬ 
cles are so weak, it is 
vital that he does gentle 
exercise to maintain a 
level of fitness others 
take for granted and 
achieve just by walking 
around. 

“Without a changing 
facility, our life revolves 
around a three-hour win¬ 
dow of opportunity from 
the time of leaving home, 
to the time we have to get 
back to clean and 
change." 

The Vale Council 
responded to Sol's cam¬ 
paign, and the council's 
access officer, Paul 
Scourfield, said: 

“The project came 
about after I met Sol and 
she impressed me so 
much with her drive and 
determination.. 

“I was delighted to 
have the opportunity to 
design and oversee the 
construction of these 
facilities, and I hope they 
will help many more 
disabled people experi¬ 
ence the pleasures and 
benefits of exercise, just 
like Seth.”

They also admitted 
taking a car without con¬ 
sent. Thomas admitted 
stealing a mobile phone 
and Ellis causing dam¬ 
age at a block of flats in 
Havant Close, Rhoose. 

Ellis was sentenced to 
22 months in a young 
offender institution, 
Thomas to two years 
and Holloway to 20 
months. 

Judge Philip Richards 
said: “This was a dis¬ 
graceful act of violence 
in which you all partici¬ 
pated . It was as close to 
being a robbery as one 
can get.” 

It was, said the judge, 
a concerted attack in 
which the two victims 
were dragged from their 
vehicle and it was neces¬ 
sary, he said, to take 
steps to teach the three a 
lesson. 

Mr Thomas said that 
on April 24, Ellis went 
to a block of flats in 
Rhoose demanding to 
see a girlfriend, fright¬ 
ened the residents, and 
damaged an internal 
door. 

Shortly after, he said, 
the three approached Mr 
Morris and Mr Buffong 
sitting in a car eating a 
takeaway. They were 
asked if they were going 
to Barry and shortly 
after they said they were 
not, the two men were 
dragged out of the vehi¬ 


cle and assaulted. 

The three then drove 
away in the car. 

Mr Thomas said the 
police helicopter was 
called out and the car 
was discovered in 
Rhoose. 

Thomas was later 
found to have stolen a 
mobile phone from the 
vehicle. 

Mr Morris suffered 
blows to the back of the 
head and had an injured 
eye. 

He suffered from a 
chronic disease and 
weighed only seven and 
a half stone. He current¬ 
ly weighs only six stone, 
said Mr Thomas. 

Mr Buffong suffered 
bruising to his left cheek 
and back. 

Kevin Seal, for 
Thomas, said: “He has a 
problem with drink. He 
had had 10 pints of lager 
and said he was ‘out of 
his brains’”. 

Leigh Reynolds, for 
Ellis, said: “He realises 
the gravity of what he 
did and the impact on 
his victims. 

“He is desperate to 
sort out his aggression 
and alcohol problems.” 

Holloway’s counsel, 
David Purnell, said: 
“When sober, he is well 
regarded. 

“He has brought 
shame on his family and 
he realises that what he 
did was incredibly seri¬ 
ous.”

“At the time of the 
offences, in 2008, 
Roberts was the finan¬ 
cial controller of Dekor 
PLC of Bridgend, over¬ 
seeing all finances and 
with full access to the 
accounting system. 

“He received £43,000 
a year salary and a car. 

“It was discovered 
that over a period of five 
months, he had submit¬ 
ted false petty cash 
claims “ 

When arrested, said 
Mr Harmes, he “tried to 
deflect the allegations 
away from him.” 

His counsel, Roger 
Griffiths, said: “His best 
mitigation is his guilty 
plea. It is true that when 


arrested, he tried to 
avoid culpability. 

“I accept it cannot be 
avoided that there was a 
great breach of trust.” 

Roberts, he said, had 
now lost his good name 
and reputation, having 
been a management 
accountant all his work¬ 
ing life. 

He said the company 
had taken him to County 
Court and obtained a 
judgement against him 
for £145,000. 

“Foolishly, he fell to 
temptation.” said Mr 
Griffiths. 

Judge Patrick Curran 
said: “Basically, you 
stole from your employ¬ 
er by fiddling petty cash 
vouchers and obtained 
between £2,000 and 
£3,000. 

“You were in the 
highest possible position 
of trust.” 

He said he began 
committing the offences 
within two months of 
starting his employment 
and had written to the 
court apologising, and 
saying he wanted to 
make full recompense.

“She was very involved 
with school life, being part of 
the hockey team and the eco 
committee, and her happy 
and enthusiastic nature made 
her popular with all. 

“This is devastating news 
and we would like to offer our 
support to her family and 
friends during this difficult 
time. Cerys will be very sadly 
missed.”

Patch of land 
to get a new 
lease of life... 


A SMALL piece of 
overgrown land in 
Llantwit Major is 
to be put to a new 
use - growing food. 

Transition Llantwit 
applied to the Town 
Council for the use of 
the ground lying 
between the bowls club, 
tennis courts, Llantonian 
Hall and children’s play 
area. 

The application, orig¬ 
inally made in April, 
came up before the July 
meeting of the council. 
In her letter, Annie Paine 
said that they were anx¬ 
ious to begin work as the 
“growing season” was 
upon us. It is unclear 
why the delay has taken 
place. 

Coun Ann Matthews 
proposed that they be 
allowed the use of this 
land. 

Coun Molly Lane said 
that she had some reser-

vations as they men¬ 
tioned other pieces of 
land in their letter, 
including land adjoining 
Stradling Park, land by 
Ham Lane South and 
land alongside B overton 
Road by the clinic and 
library. 

Coun Lane said it 
looked like a take over 
and recommended a trial 
period. 

Coun Gwyn John said 
that people waiting for 
allotments could be 
annoyed at this land sud¬ 
denly being allocated, 
but Coun Bob Gant said 
that significant progress 
had been made in reduc¬ 
ing waiting times for 
allotments from three or 
four years down to a 12 
month. 

The allotment sub 
committee was holding 


regular inspections to 
see if land was being 
cultivated and had also 
split larger allotments 
into two. 

Coun Sally Bagstaff 
pointed out that the land 
being requested had not 
been tended for years 
and was rough and full 
of weeds. She said it was 
not the same as having 
an allotment. 

Coun Eddie Williams 
felt that what they were 
doing was commendable 
and Coun Russell 
Downe said that this was 
an unused piece of land 
and he said that they 
were lots of pieces of 
land throughout the 
town that nobody looked 
after. 

He added: “We should 
take our hats off to peo¬ 
ple trying to tidy up 
areas that are over¬ 
grown. This can only 
enhance the town.”

mals. 

Due to the disease, farmers 
are unable to move stock off 
their farms.

Don’t take right 
turn and ruin 
your Show day! 


S OME of the 
huge crowd 
that turned up 
last year to enjoy 
our bumper show, 
may have had justi¬ 
fied concerns about 
delays in getting 
away from the 
showfield, partly 
caused by huge vol¬ 
umes of traffic. 

One of the factors that 
contributed to some of 
the delays was that some 
motorists were trying to 
make a right hand turn 
onto the main B4265 to 
proceed home to 
Llantwit Major, 
Cowbridge and the west. 

This year, show 
organisers have invested 
in larger more visible 
signs which, if followed 
correctly, should avoid 
the need for any form of 
right turn whatsoever 
when rejoining the main 
B4265 Llantwit to Barry 
Road. 

Show director, David 
Harris, has made a huge 
plea to all attending the 
show to follow the exit 
procedures carefully, 
particularly at the busy 
period between 3pm and 
6pm. 

Basically, the part that 
confuses some people is

T HIS year 
promises to 
be a spectac¬ 
ular year for the 
show jumping 
classes - because 
they are so well 
supported by spon¬ 
sors and competi¬ 
tors. 

There are junior and 
senior classes, with the 
Open Royal Bath and 
West Qualifier the 
highlight in the show 
jumping arena at 
around 2.30pm. 

In addition to the 
usual jumping classes, 
the feature class is The 
Premier Forest 
Products Six Bar 
Jumping Challenge at 
5.15pm in the main 
arena. 

This will be six 
fences in a line, getting 
higher and higher until 
we have a winner. We 
already have entries 
from leading Welsh 
and English riders. 


that you should exit the 
show in a different 
direction from which 
you entered the field. 

If you arrive from the 
west and enter the show- 
field via the main gravel 
drive entrance off the 
B4265, you should leave 
via the Fonmon castle 
end of the field, over the 
Castle Bridge. 

Conversely, if you 
arrive from the east via 
Fonmon Village and 
over the Castle Bridge, 
you should exit the show 
via the long gravel track 
and turn left onto the 
B4265. 

“It’s simple, really,” 
says David, “but you 
must realise that when 
exiting the field you may 
appear to travel in the 
‘wrong direction’ for a 
short while. 

“Our overall traffic 
management plan has 
not really changed this 
year; but for the first 


time this year, there will 
be legal traffic orders in 
place that will prohibit 
certain vehicle move¬ 
ments in and around the 
showfield on showday. 

“The legal orders will 
mean that it will be an 
offence under the Road 
Traffic Act to make a 
right hand turn from the 
showfield entrance on to 
the main road, so please 
don’t be tempted, as the 
police will be watch¬ 
ing!” 

One final plea from 
David on behalf of the 
show organising com¬ 
mittee: “Please turn out 
in your thousands to 
enjoy a wonderful 
action-packed family 
day out at the show.

BUT THOROUGHLY FUN, ADVENTURE! 


“IN 1972 a crack 
commando unit was 
sent to prison by a 
military court for a 
crime they didn't 
commit...” - No 
opening to a theme 
tune is cooler than 
this, but for the 
uninitiated the 
words come from 
the theme tune to 
The A-Team , an 
American TV series 
following four ‘sol¬ 
diers of fortune’ as 
they help the help¬ 
less to overcome 
evil. 

A cult classic, a film 
has been mooted from as 
long ago as 1994, but 
finally makes cinema 
screens under the aus¬ 
pice of director Joe 
Carnahan. 

Set in the present day, 
army rangers Hannibal 
(Liam Neeson), Face 
(Bradley Cooper), B A 
(Quinton ‘Rampage’ 
Jackson) and Murdoch 
(Sharlto Copley) are a 
Special Ops unit with a 


flair for the ridiculous 
and getting the job done; 
until they’re set up and 
jailed, having been 
thought to have been 
involved in the stealing 
of money-printing 
plates. 

Escaping, the four¬ 
some plan their revenge 
on those who set them 
up, determined to clear 
their name before they 
are caught up in a situa¬ 
tion even they cannot 
escape from... 

Given that the majori¬ 
ty of films these days 
seem to be based on 
ideas from the past, the 
fact that it has taken so 
long for something as 
hugely popular as The A- 
Team to reach the big 
screen is hardly surpris¬ 
ing.

artistically bereft, whole. 

Much of the weight of 
this adaptation rested on 
casting the right actors 
in the iconic roles, 
something that was no 
doubt an exercise in 
hoping for the best, 
given the attachment 
much of the audience 
has for the original 
actors. However, it is 
one that pays dividends, 
with the four main actors 
acquitting themselves 
well, paying lip service 
to the nature of the origi¬ 
nal actors, but placing 
their own stamp. 

Those querying Liam 
Neeson’s action creden¬ 
tials would be well 
served to watch the vast¬ 
ly underrated Taken, 
where the one-time 
Oskar Schindler takes 
great delight in whoop¬ 
ing evil, but here he 
brings a gravitas and 
weight to proceedings, 
echoing George 
Peppard’s role in the 
series, but giving his 
own take on the charac¬ 
ter; his execution of 
lighting a cigar and lov¬ 
ing what happens ‘when 
a plan comes together’ is 
wonderfully light but 
enjoyable. 

Bradley Cooper is 
building a reputation in 
Hollywood for being a 
comedic act with a good 
touch, and the reputation 
remained in place here, 
bringing charm and 
charisma to the role of 
Face. 

He delivers the quips 
with aplomb, the action 
sequences with gusto, 
and there’s more than a 
few rippling pectoral 
muscles for the ladies to 
take in. 

It is, however, the two 


little known actors who 
create the biggest 
impression, Quinton 
‘Rampage’ Jackson hav¬ 
ing the big boots of Mr 
T to fill, and fill them he 
does, giving his B A a 
little more grounding in 
reality and less of the 
chunky gold jewellery, 
in a subdued yet solid 
turn which fits in well 
with the film as a whole. 

Sharlto Copley will be 
recognised by many for 
his role in last year’s 
District 9, and as 
Murdoch, lights ups the 
film with some hugely 
comedic moments. 

Nabbing the film from 
his co-stars, Copley is 
hugely amusing and cap¬ 
tures the anarchic 
humour and mindset of 
the character wonderful¬ 
ly- 

With well-placed sup¬ 
port from Jessica Biel 
and a smarmy and slimy 
Patrick Wilson, the per¬ 
formances, while unlike¬ 
ly to trouble Oscar vot¬ 
ers, are perfectly posi¬ 
tioned within the nature 
of the film, and, much 
like the film as a whole, 
seem to be not shy about 
letting on how much fun 
they are having, which 
translates well. 

Given the demand for 
blockbusters with brains, 
The A-Team is 
unashamedly lacking in 
them, the film taking no 
great pains to make any 
allegories about war, 
corporate greed or any 
of the other elements 
films seem to take great 
delight in shoehoming in 
under the surface.

highlighted come the 
film’s overly bombastic 
climax, a sequence that 
while cleverly construct¬ 
ed, is hamstrung by poor 
editing and an OTT- 
approach that makes the 
rest of the film look 
remarkably sedate. 

However, The A- 
Team’s preference for 
brawn over brains, and 
its innate sense of fun 
and excitement, means 
the end product is ludi¬ 
crous entertainment and
